Mr. Lewis Ball, as Sir Toby Belch and the 
Clown. The character of the Duke was 
well sustained by Mr. Frederick Robinson, 
and the minor characters of Antonio and 
Fabian were capitally acted by Messrs, 
Alfred Rayner and Belford. The ladies 
were all that could be desired, Miss M. 
Eburne being a first-rate Viola, Miss E. 
Atkinson a lady-like and interesting Olivia, 
and Miss Travas a charming and lively 
Maria. The Pantomime maintains its 
successful run, and Mr. Nicolo Deulin con- 
tinues to amuse the audience by his fan- 
tastic vagaries as Clown. In short, no 
theatre in London offers more attraction 
at the present period than Sadler's Wells, 
Standard. — The interesting drama of 
The Waits has been revived at this thea- 
tre during the past week with immense 
success, All parties concerned have com- 
bined in exerting themselves to procure a. 
successful reception for this pretty melo- 
drama. The acting of Mr. E. B. Gaston, 
as Goldberry, was a natural and energetic 
performance. The most original repre- 
sentation of the piece was Draper, the 
itinerant musician, played by Mr. James 
Johnstone, ina highly amusing manner, 
His “ make-up” and general appearance 
were amusing in the extreme. Mr. F. 
Morton, as the Sailor, was hardly so good 
as usual; he seemed quite out of his ele- 
ment. Mr. Henry Dudley gavean effective 
rendering of a very unthankfu! part. The 
comic portion of the drama was capitaily 
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supported by Messrs. Harry, Charles, H- 
Lewis, and Miss E. Terry, although the 
former gentleman was suffering from a 
severe cold. Mrs. R. Honner represented 
the orphan boy, Joe, in a very pathetic 
manner, and Mrs. Stoneham, as Judith, 
was all that could be desired. The Stan- 
dard pantomime, undoubtedly one of the 
best of the season, maintains its successful 
career, and hundreds are nightly turned 
from the doors unable to obtain admit- 
tance. Mr. J. W. Doughty, the Clown, 
is one of the most talented pantomimists 
in London. The scenery, masks, and 
dresses, are extremely gorgeous; the 
mach‘nery works well; the pantomime is 
cleverly written, and the audience seem to 
be delighted. The opening contains some 
capital singing and dancing by Mr. G. B. 
Bigwood, Miss Adelaide Downing, and 
Miss E. Terry. The pantomime has been 
played first every evening. Soho.--The 
performance at this theatre last Tuesday 
week consisted of The Hunchback and 
the farce of The Spitalfield'’s Weaver. 


The play was pretty well cast for an ama- 
teur performance, it being for the benefit 
of Mr. E. Gordon, on which occasion the 
house was crowded in every part by a 


very respectable audience. Mr. Dugarde 
was the Master Walter, and no mistake ! 
We do not remember any amateur of ‘ate 
years playing the part with so much feel- 
‘tng and gentlemanly demeanour; it was 
altogether very good. Mr. Meldon han- 
dled the part of Clifford too delicately, his 
acting wanted force and more of the man ; 
it was too tame, and what is termed 
““Mamby pamby,” notwithstanding it 
bore marks of intelligence frequently. 
Lord Tinsell was acted with very nice dis- 
crimination by Mr, Villiers, and Modus 
found a good and judicious representative 
ia Mr. C. Howe. J.B. Dale convu'sed 
the house with laughter, in the part of 
Fathom. But we must not omit the 
mention of Mr. Griffiths, who gave a tone 
and feeling to the character of Heartwell 
seldom, if ever, witnessed. We do not 
remember having seen the gentleman 
before, but we shall at all times feel great 
pleasure in witnessing so clever and sensi- 
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blea performance. Miss Linsday iviproves 
but she must get rid of the unpleasant 
manner of t eginning all her sentences at the 
extent of her voice, and lowering it down 
till she cannot be heard at all. She hasa 
nice delivery, and speaks with intelligence. 
but her features always bear marks of 
grief. We wonder if she ever laughs. 
Miss Cooper played Helen: with ease, 
grace, and lady-like deportment. ‘The 
play appeared to give unqualified appro- 
bation. Mr. Gordon, dressed as a Clown, 
sung “ Tippity Witchet” very humour- 
ously, and the farce of The Spitalfield's 
Weaver wound’ up the night's entertain- 
ment very pleasantly. 

Victoria Tieatre.—The pantomime 
at this theatre has brought overflowicg 
audiences every night. It is entitled 
William the Conqueror, and the char- 
acter of the Conqueror is verv ably deli- 
neated by Miss Julia Seaman, a promising 
young actress, who hes made quite a_ hit 
in the part. Mr. John Bradshaw also 
appeared to Much advantage as Kanthar- 
ides. Mr. J. Dolphin is an active and 
lively Clown; but Mr. Charles Ridgway, 
the Pantaloon, is scarcely up to the mark. 
Mr. R. H. Kitchen and Madlle Zitellaare 
a capital Harlequiu and Columbine, and 
on the whole, the Victoria pantomime, 
though not equal in scenery and appoint- 
ments to many of the other minor houses, 
may be pronounced a decided success. 
It has been preceded by a drama entitled 
Woman's Wrongs, which affords scope 
to some very powerful acting by Mr. F. 
Byefield, Mr. Bradshaw, Mrs. R. H 


Lingham, and Miss Julia Seaman.

BOXING NIGHT. 

AT THE THEATRE, 


The house is crammed, and the spec- 
tator, who is situated midway, sees nothing 
but a mighty ocean of heads beneath, and 
ascending rows of red faces over head ; and 
thn the noise; was there ever anything 
like it? ‘he fiddiers are now playing 
the overture, but nota note of it can we 
hear—sv mighty is the holiday uprogr. 
Every person who has come to the thea- 
tre has done so in a pleasant mood, and 
with the determination of being delighted 
with one piece at leist. Wheat shouting, 
whistling, langhing. are being given vol¢e 
to; and how mighty are the comical 
things said by the ‘ gods’ being relished. 
The boxes have entirely lost the fashion. 
able look they occasionally wear when a 
vaudeville is acted, or a favourite actress 
appears in acrack part; and white kid 
gloves have been superseded by hands 
covered with less elegant materials, or, 
perhaps shining in their natural and una- 
dorned state of redness. The front rows 
of the above division of the theatre are 
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mostly filled with children, most of whom 
are silently examining the details of gilding 
painting, and embroidery. ‘There is one 
box opposite the prompters side that has a 
very jolly appearance, owing to each of 
the young men having a young lady on bis 
knee, the box being too full to hold them 
in any other position; but they all seem 
to like the alteration, particularly the 
ladies, who seem delighted with the fun. 
There is two little boys behind pelting 
their bonnets with pudding, but they take 
it all in good part, and make it up by 
showering orange peel into the pit; indeed, 
the house wears a look of jollity which is 
never seen save at this season of the year. 
The musicians—poor fellows !—are to be 
as and we may well forgive them for 
ooking dull, as for the last fortnight of 
their lives has been a period of great per- 
secution. Every morning have they come 
to the theatre at ten, from which, until 
five in the evening, they have exerted their 
digits and elbows. Even their Christmas 
Eve has been sacrificed, a night rehearsal 


of the pantomime having then taken place, 
and in which all the characters have ap- 


peared in propria personae The cur- 
tain is up, but neither have we heard the 
prompter’s signal, nor, when the perform- 
ers come upon the stage, and not able to 
catch a single sentence of what they say. 
A farce is before the pantomime, but all is 
dumb show, and the gentlemen who have 
been the first to come before the foot-lights 
very modestly walk off, extending their 
hands. But after an hour’s fun of this 
sort, down comes the curtain, and the 
* gods,’ almost on the verge of madness 
through the anticipation of what is to come, 
prepare to use their hitherto neglected 
senses. “ Silence !” everybody calls out—- 
boys and men, and the word descends and 
ascends in every possible tone of voice, 
while the only obstacle to the general wish 
being realised is the uproar created by those 
who are so loudly commanding its suspen- 
sion. Here comes the fiddlers—hurra! 
and there is a magnificent yell of “ Bravos” 
and “Strike up, cat-gut scrapers!” The 
orchestra is full, and during the time that 
the musicians are tuning their instruments 








all eyes are upon them, and the children 
are looking particularly hard at the gen- 
tlemen engaged at the kettle drums. It is 
a glorious scene: there is a smile of happy 
expectation upon every face, and all regret 
for the past, anxiety for the future, all of 
our less-kindly nature seems to be forgot- 
ten. Due honour we say to that pursuit 
that can impart such a kindly feeling to 
thousands and thousands of buman_crea~ 
tures. Talk of the immorality of the 
thing—pshaw! Is there one man, woman, 
or child in the place who, if called upon 
to act, would not do so more wholesomely 
and better than if still tied to taeir every- 
day drudgery of trade or pursuit? but 
before this question can be answered the 
overture has commenced. What a jolly 
jig follows the zoncladirg solo, and what 
a sympathy exists between it and the fact 
of those aloft! There they go, the thick 
and hob-nailed soles of the deities shoes, 
keeping time toa truly eifin-like movement. 
So does the overture proceed, in an alter- 
nation of opposite tunes, until 1t mingles 
into a mighty crash of whirl-a-gig tunes, 
the collective beauty of which is plain, but 
whose single details cannot be distinguished 
This over, up goes the curtain. discovering 
a crystal Lower, inhabited by a queen aud 
several ladies of honour, al] attired in 
silver frosted petticoats, flesh-coloured 
stockings, wings and sandals, besides being 
furnished with wands of a most dazzling 
appearance. There is an opening chorus, 
after the singing of whiéh, the dialogue, 
(a rhyming one) commences, We will 
give a specimen of it— Quven.— 

“ Ye fairy elves, now tending on my call,* 

Ye who now grace this mystic hall— 

I need your presence, for my pleasure is 

Two loving hearts to join in bliss.” 

Here the ladies group around their mis- 
sress, and express great altention to what 
she is saying. 

Queen continues :— 
‘¢ Towards earth I go, for dwelling there 
A lovely maid, with toil doth share 
The pangs which most the heart afflict— 
Love! and a father’s interdict 
To smile upon her ehoice—the youth, 
Whose heart is given to her and truth. 





*This doggrel is an imitation of what is gen” 
erally used in pantomime writing.

And so the opening continues, till we 
come to the transformation scene, in which 
all the wonders of mechanism and fictitious 
splendour have been called into play. 
The pately gentleman is a moving rainbow 
of guilded colours ; the lady throws her- 
self into an interesting position; the Pan- 
taloon totters in comic senility; and the 
Clown gives a sommersault, opens his tre- 
mendous mouth, grins, and says—‘ Yer 
we ar’ !” 

There are some things that description 
cannot do justice to, and one of these is 
the comic business of a Christmas panto- 
mime. ‘The fun is varied, and seemingly 
neverending. During each scene we 
have laughed until our throat has become 
hoarse. That funny devil of a Clown is 
so consumate a rascal that we must admire 
him. Just now he hasaccosted a milliner, 
and extracted from her basket a fashion- 
able dress; and that, too, with so easy an 
air. ‘hen, again, after dressing himself 
in a dandy suit of clothes, procured by the 
same means, he has entered a fashionable 
dining room, with so delicious a look of 
unconcerned repose, and has, when the 
waiter brought the bill for payment, re- 
fered him with so much nonchalance to 
“that old gentleman ” (meaning Panta- 
loon), that it would be impossible for even 
the most taciturn quaker in existence to 
refuse the suffrage of his individual laugh 
— ‘Ha! ha!” ‘‘ Beautifuk! Capital !” 
so the hundreds exclaim, and the descend- 
ing curtain saves us from eS

Howard Staunton’ Shakspeare*.—Two 
parts of a new edition of Shakspeare’s Plays 
have already appeared, and from a careful 
perusal we think this will be (if completed 
as begun) the best edition that has yet 
appeared. Mr, Staunton seems thoroughly 
to understand his subject. His introductory 
remarks are exceedingly good, as also are 
the notes, not so lengthy as they might 
perhaps have been to have suited some of 
Shakspeare’s admirers, but still sufficient 
for a proper and elear elucidaion of the 
text. The illustrations by Gilbert are 
fine specimens. We welcome this edition, 
not that it is particularly wanted, as our 
Shakspeare’s are sufficiently numerous, but 
that it seems published in the best as well 
as the most popular form that the works 
of the Immortal Bard have yet appeared.

Discovery? of Moliere’s Letters.—It is an- 
nounced in the French papers, that a discovery 
has been made in the"provinces—place and per- 
son not specified—of a collection of letters 
written during the time ot Louis Quatorze, by 
several Jesuits belonging to the college of 
Clermont, and addressed to one Birnier, who is 
stated to have been friend and fellow collegian 
with Moliere. :»Among these several letters by 
the great comic writer have been found, dated 
towards the year 1654, from Montpellier, and 
referring to Le Depit Armoreux, which comed 
was produced about that period. These, as all 
students of Moliere’s life are aware. will prove 
of rare, almost of unique value—if they can be 
established as genuine.
